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1. NEURUPPIN (29), as of 13-16 February 1950, was occupied by a tank division 
whose tank regiments were stationed in the Panzer Kaserne. Total strength 
was 10,00C-11,000 men. A majority of dependents left NEURUPPIN about 
Christmas 1949 and since then very young EM and young unmarried officers 
have arrived. 


. 2. Friedrich-Franz Kaserne, on Karl Liebknecht Strasse, contains the headquarters 
25X1C StaiF Tor TRURUPPIN, According to a German employee, the division is led by 


Colonel MINTSCHENKO, who lives at Stresemannstrasse 4 and uses a large Herch

3. Panzer Kaserne, situated between ALT~ and NEURUPPIN, consists of thirteen 
billets occupied by about 7,000 tank troops, very few of whom are recruits. 
Total tanks observed here were two JS-3, fifteen JS~1, and fifty-seven 
73);/85's; of these, three JS~1 and twelve T3/85's were seen in the compound, 
the others left the barracks each day and drove to the training area in the 
direction of REINSBERG. Also in the yard were three U.S. armored scout cars 
and two T~3's, the latter rebuilt as ammunition tanks. A barracks worker 


l. K8nigstor Kaserne, on Fehrbellinerstrasse in southern NSURUPPIN, was held by 
at least 1,800 troops wearing black straps/red piping, vith about half the 
NCCts and FM boasting artillery insignia. Observed in the yard were nine 
76.2 mm and nine 57 mm AT guns, and three rocket launchers attached to 
Studebakers (launcher calibers not reported).
